Change In tbe Employment of Women. 


In' the city of Xcw York, in what 


maybe called" tho office building district 
below Chambers street, where the popu- 
lation of a good sized town is gathered 
tier on tier within the ground area of a 
common city lot, young women swarm, 
Morning and evening the streets are 
crowded with them. Farther up town, 
for at least s couple of miles, at the 
same hours a large proportion of the 
crowds that stream along the streets ate 
young women also, these mostly of 
what is known as the shopgirl class. 
These are now commun sights of city 
life, but a man need not be very old— 
at least I hope not—to remember when 
the sight of a half dozen young women 
in the ueigaborhood of Wall street was 
a novel and exciting event, and when, 
in the up town stores, even in those de- 
voted to the sale of tbe most esoteric 
constituents of woman's attire, women 
were found as customers only and were 
waited upon, more or less skillfully, by 
persons of the superior sex.

increase in the number of females was 
47.68 per cent As the increase in total 
population for the same period was a 
trifle under 25 per cent, it will be seen 
how very marked was the influx of 
women in the income earning occupa- 
tions. If now we ' turn to the employ- 
ments as classified in the census reports, 
we find tho following ratios of increase 
prevail: Professional cervices, men 
48.53 per cent, women 75.84 per cent; 
domestic and personal service, men 
15.9? per cent, women 41.15 percent; 
manufacturing and mechanical indus- 
tries, men 46.01 per cent, women 62.87 
per cent; trade and transportation, men 
71.75 per ceut, womeu 203.25 percent. 
These percentages would of course be 
misleading if the totals were disregard- 
ed, but they indicate clearly enough the 
direction in which the change has born 
going on and tho lines ou which it has 
been most marked, while the totals 
show that women are now a little more 
than J 7 per ceut of those ejjgaged in 
gainful occupations, whereas in 1880 
they were a httlo le.=s than 15 per cent.

Sec- 
ond, that if free coinage Is estab 
listed filt-y-four cents worth of bul- 
lion can be taken to the mints and 
exchanged for a dollar, but that the 
dollar will only be worth fifty cents. 


These two propositions taken to- 


gether constitute as rational an ar- 
gument as any gold bug editor has 
thus far been able to present. If 
free coinage will only produce a fifty 
cent dollar in exchange for fifty-four 
cents worth of bullion, where is the 
mine owner's profit? 


The fact Is that the rise and fall in 


price of all commodities have always 
steadily followed the rise and fall in 
the price of silver bullion. 


Free sliver coinage would there- 


fore increase the price of all other 
property, except gold, proportionate- 
ly with the increase in the price of 
silver bullion. This was illustrated 
in 1878 and 1890. 
The silver legis 


latlon in those years sent wheat up 
as high as it did silver bullion. But 
free coinage would bring down the 
fictitious value of gold, and make it 
worth only one hundred cents on the 
dollar. The work of the swo metals 
would not longer be performed by 
one.

"Auld Kobin Gray." 


Lady Anne Barnard wrote "Auld 


Robin Gray" when she was 21. It was 
published anonymously in 1776, and 
various persons claimed the authorship. 
Lady Anne did not acknowledge it was 
her own until two years before her death, 
when she wrote to Sir Walter Scott and 
confided the history of the ballad to 
him. Itappearsthat the gifted lady was 
induced to write the song by a desire to 
see aa old Scottish air, "The Bridegroom 
Grat When the Sun Gaed Doou, ' ' fitted 
with words more suitable than the rib- 
aldry which, for want of better, had 
been sung to it The name of ' 'Auld 
Robin Gray" was taken from an. ancient 
herd of Balcarres. Lady Anne was a 
daughter of James Lindsay, fifth earl 
of Balcarrss. She married Andrew Bar- 
nard, son of Thorn as, bishop of Limer- 
ick, and, they went out to the Cape, 
where he died in 1807. Lady Aune re- 
turned to London and lived with her sis- 
ter in Berkeley square until 1812. The 
siater's house was a literary center and 
was frequented by Burke, Sheridan, 
Windham, Douglas and the Prince of 
Wales, who were all habitual visitors. 


Lady Anne won the lifelong attach- 


ment of the prince regent. She died in 
1825, in her seventy-fourth year. No 
one has ever questioned Lady Anne 
Barnard's claim to the authorship of 
the worda of "Auld Robin Gray," and, 
though I ain not going to cast doubt 
upon the word of the writer at this late 
day, it is necessary to mention that 
prior not only to the appearance bot to 
the writing of the world famous song 
there was a French ballad extant con- 
taining the gist of the story and tho 
plot, by Paradis de Moncrif, entitled 
"Les Constantes Amours d'Alix et 
n'Alexis." — 3. J. Adair Fitz Gerald in 
Lloyd's.

No one of oxp<,Tif nee would ven- 


ture la say which is the country 
uiosi afiiict**! by nio&quitocs, umch 
mor«j tho spoi. But it is something 
to iUeiiiiiy the place which all who 
have visite*! it, saving one traveler, 
declare uurivalwl. Such visitors 
have been few, bur. every one of them 
\va» a luan specially qualified to pro- 
nounce. It is a canal, but of nature's 
forming, %vbich connects the Sara- 
wak aud Sax&abarnn rivers of Bor- 
neo. Boats u&iug it avoid a sea pis- 
sage and gain several honrs in time, 
and on tL« iiomewurd voyage espe- 
cially Malays are very far from in- 
different to such advantages. But, 
though a storm be raging outside, 
they think twice before risking tho 
short cut. In fact, it is officers of 
the government charged with impor- 
tant news or belated and sick for a 
Christian welcome before sleeping 
-who dare tho horrors of that pas- 
sage. Naval officers also have used 
it not infrequently, gathering a yarn 
to spin for tbe rest of their natural 
lives. Sir Spencer St. John is tho 
single witness who thinks there is 
one more terrible place on earth, 
and that, " says he, "is Pahnam, at 
the entrance to tho Siain river." 
Sir Spencer proceeds: "It took us 
the whole night to get through, and 
no one -was able to close his eyes. 
Tbe leaves of the nipa palms nearly 
met over our heads, and every time 
one was touched a swarm of mos- 
quitoes settled upon us. I endeav- 
ored to shelter myself 
under a 


blanket, but the heat was so great 
as to compel me to unwillingly face 
tho enemy. I have heard of men 
exposed to this annoyance being 
thrown into a fever by constant irri- 
tation, and I can well believe it." 


The last remark must allude to 


natives and to the irritation of mos- 
quitoes in a general sense, for it is 
really bathos applied to this partic- 
ular spot. Once on a time we dlso 
longed for Christian society and in- 
sisted upon taking the sliprt cut 
The mosquitoes were so thick that 
one could not see the paddler in the 
bows. Clapping one's palms together 
one felt the orusk of insects between 
them, and a black paste remained, 
ant v?e did not spend more than an 
hour happily in getting through. A 
few days afterward Captain Reid of 
aer majesty's ship Rifleman passed, 
oing on a visit to the rajah. For 
;hree years be bad been surveying 
in the China seas,, and his crew was 
inured to mosquitoes, if men can be. 
But with difficulty they reached 
Kuohing, 
and 
four were taken 


straight to hospital. Doubtless the 
oars in that narrow passage, shaking 
the nipa leaves, •which are half sub- 
merged, brought every mosquito 
within reach upon them. 


How do 6he small fiends live? The 


question obtrudes itself in spots like 
this. Evidently they get no taste of 
blood. 
Men do not pass once in a 


week. Animals there are none in a 
grove of nipa palms, always under 
water. So far as \ve can see, their 
lancets and sucking tubes serve no 
purpose, for if they eat one another 
all the ingenious apparatus is un- 
necessary. It is the same case with 
fleas in southern Europe and else- 
where. The cornfields are alive with 
them, and, though at harvest time 
one in millions may find a victim, 
generations have lived and died in 
the months preceding. Darwin's ex- 
periments -with insect eating plants 
tuay possibly throw light upon tbe 
matter. Keeping some nndar condi- 
tions which forbade them to catch 
insects, and others of the same spe- 
cies unrestrained, he found that, al- 
though both grew and flowered with 
equal vigor apparently, those de- 
prived of animal food did not readi- 
ly set their seed or ripen it when 
set, \vbile tbe young plants were 
weakly. A sn pply of insects appears 
to bu necessary for the preservation 
of 1ho species. 
So, perhaps, tho 


minnto proportion of mosquitoes 
which find dead u'sli or something of 
the sort keep the pernicious breed

Cuudiet With Franc*. 


The rapidity with which Franco was 


repairing tin- disasters of the war and 
tho east with which she inec the finan- 
cial obligations it imposed 011 her as- 
tonished Europe ;iud perturbed tbe 
statesmen at Berlin. Her nii!ir-»ry fnrcf 
was being judiciously reconstructed, 
and it seemed also as if tiie calculation 
of Prince Bismarck as regards tho con- 
stitution of her internal government 
might be falsified. The German chan- 
cellor desired to see established what a 
Russian diplomatist happily described 
as a repnblique di&solvunte. 


Notwithstanding his efforts to bring 


this result about acd tbe impracticable 
character of tho C'omte de Chainbord, 
which rendered the restoration of mon- 
archy for a time impossible, there were 
indications that a stable system of gov- 
erumeyt would be fouiided which would 
enable France to recover a strong posi- 
tion in the community of nations. Prince 
Bismarck was resolved this should not 
be, and suddenly, iu M»y, iSTo, Prince 
Hohenlohe, the present chancellor of 
the German empire, who was then etu- 
bassudor in Paris, appeared »t the 
French foreign qflice and asked for ex- 
planations regarding the scheme: for the 
reconstruction of the French army. The 
Dae de Broglie, in bis interesting uc- 
comit of ihe embassy of JU. do Goutant- 
Biron to Berlin, describes the cousteruu- 
tion which fo.'low-d this attempt- to pro- 
voke another unurrel with France. An- 
other war seemed inevitable. England 
and Russia interfered to prevent it. 
Prince Bismurck could easily haw dis- 
regarded tbe remonstrances of both. 
Eiiglaad would eiTtaiuly not. take up 
amis if ho paid !io attention to her rep- 
resentations, and Russia would have 
thought twice before iucurriug the hos- 
tility of Gwmany in view of coming 
events in the Balkan peninsula. 


The fact, thongh not gnnerallj' known, 


is that the greatest influence, ill prevent- 
ing war was that of the Grand Duke of 
Baden. While the relations with France 
were becoming complicated the Emperor 
William happened to be staying at the 
Meinau, the seat of the Grand Duke of 
Baden, on tbe Lake of Constance. One 
morning the grand duchess, who was 
the emperor's daughter, came into her 
father's study and showed him a num- 
ber of extracts from the press. He per- 
ceived at once that the country was 
drifting into war, and, after a consulta- 
tion with his son-in-law, who was 
stroDRly opposed to provoking a war, 
which, however successful for the mo- 
ment, would have been roost disastrous 
to the Dame and character of Germany, 
tho aged monarch went off that very 
evening to Berlin, aud Prince Bigmarct 
had to beat a retreat.—Quarterly Re- 
view.

is played on—dangerous to tbe player. 
A profound German medical authority 
says that, it is ilonbtfal'if a healthy man 
playiug any instrumtnt iu a correct 
method ever suffers through playing 
upon any reed or hr:iss_ instrument, lint 
those- who have any weakness: of the 
heart or circulation may bo injured by 
playing any wind instrument. 


As it is quito easy for a musician to 


inspire between the 
phrasua of tlu- 


inusic, but impossible for him to expire 
vrithout overblowing !iis instrument, it 
follows that the instruments that re- 
quire the least expenditure of breath are. 
the more injurious for the reason that 
the player must hold his breath for long 
intervals. 


This is tho case with both the oboe 


and the flute. The charge is probably 
true that the curious tickling of the 
lips that is caused by tho double reed 
mouthpiece of the instrument frequent- 
ly causes cancer. 


The eminent scientist who has dis- 


covered these things about tbe compar- 
atively harmless oboe should now as- 
certain whether accordion and concer- 
tina playing does not superinduce mus- 
cular paralysis in an aggravated and iu- 
incurable form.—New York Journal.

while in reality the draft is only wortl 
the amauDt of 89 


On August 10th an individual who 


was well dressed and rather prepo 
sessing In appearance 
arrived 
in 


the city, and after getting the "lay 
of the city, sauntered into the office 
of the South Side Building and Loan 
Association, on sooth Main street. 
He Introduced himself to Secretary 
Jacob Mcser as G. H. Hunter, and 
made inquiries concerning the associ- 
ation. 
Mr. Moser, who is always 


willing to oblige, gave the stranger 
a thorough understanding of the 
manner in which the association 
operates ana furnished him with 
statistics showing the conditions of 
stock, how dividends are paid, etc. 
The stranger, after talking with 
Mr Moser for some time, appeared 
to have obtained the information he 
was seeking and left tne office but re- 
turned again a day or two later and 
renewed his inquiries 
Finally he 


stated that he had more money 
in bis possession than he had any 
immediare use for and intimated to 
Mr. Moser that he thought seriously 
of investing in some cf the South 
Side Building and Loan Association's 
stock. 
The supposed Mr. Hunter 


Informed Secretary Hoaer that he was 
a brother of Del Hunter, who is well 
known, and Mr. Moser was led tp 
lieve that the pleasant stranger was 
all right. 


On the evening of August 25th 


Hunter again made his appearance at 
the Building and Loan office and pro 
rtueing a draft for $900, drawn upon a 
Greensbnrg, Ind., bank, in favor of 
himself, informed ilr. Moser that 
he had decided to 
invest 
S600 


of his money in shares in the Loan 
Association stock 


Mr Moser examined the draft, and 


believing it worth the value named 
on it, gave Hunter certificates for 
$600 worth of stock, accepted the dM ft 
and for the remaining 8300 gave the 
stranger fifty dollars in cash and a 
check for 8250. The next morning 
Hunter presented the check at a 
bank and had it cashed. Then he 
disappeared and hasn't been seen in 
Lima since that time. 


The draft was forwarded to Greens 


burg for payment, and then came the 
intelligence that the draft had been 
issued two years ago for the sum of 
89 and that Hunter was a noted for- 
ger and had raised the draft to the 
apparent value of $900.
